1934. 

The Court’s opinion was written 
by Commissioner John H, Bradley, 
with the four judges of Division 1 
concurring. These are Judges Er- 
nest S. Gantt, William F. Frank, 
Charles T. Hays and John C. Col- 


jet. 
Thomasson, who died Jan. 28, 


933, in Little Rock, Ark., at the 
age of 76, was kept in the public 
eye for the last two and one-half 


years of his life, following his 
three-ceremony marriage to Mrs. 
Grace Caroline Mahood, 44 years 
is junior, in July, 1930. Since his 
th, the Supreme Court has held 
that the purported marriage was 
as Thomasson was not in 
right mind, and that the young 
oman’s sole purpose was to obtain 
the elderly bachelor’s money and 
roperty.

Proposal to Grant Increase on 
Cost-of-Living Basis.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 12 — Em- 
ploye representatives of the Car- 
negie-Illinois Steel Co. said today 
that Secretary of Labor Perkins had 
agreed to give her interpretation 
of the sliding wage scale agree- 
ment offered them by their com- 
pany. : 

They furnished Miss Perkins, 
they said, with a copy of the pro- 
posed agreement—to which they 
object—and said she told them to 
return later today for her opinion 
of it. 

Miss Perkins promised, they said 
also, to answer at the same time 
their request for a Labor Depart- 
ment study of what they termed 
“company” unions in the steel in- 
dustry. They asked that a deter- 
mination be made of whether there 
had been coercion of workers 
through such unions. 

They indicated they would try to 
invoke the aid of President Roose- 


velt in their efforts to change the 


terms of the proposed contract. 
The representatives—Elmer J. 
Maloy of the Pittsburgh district 
council of employe representatives 
of the company and George A. Pat- 
terson, representing the South Chi- 
cago plant—said that under the 


terms of the contract an increase 
of 10 per cent was offered, subject 
to a 5 per cent fluctuation depend- 
ing on the rise or fall in living 
costs. 

Maloy and Patterson said senti- 
ment among employes was: to ac- 
cept the increase but not to sign a 
year's contract which would bind 
them to possible. fluctuations. 


They made public.a telegram sent 
to Myron C. Taylor, chairman of the 
board of the United States Steel 
Corporation. It said: “The under 
signed accredited employe repre- 
sentatives of the Carnegie-Illinois 
Steel Corporation demand to know 
your policy toward a wage increase. 
Do you intend to deprive the men 
of the plants whose representatives 
do not sign the agreement of their 
rightful share in this proposed in- 
crease or will you hold it as a club 
over the heads of the workers by 
pretending to withhold such pro- 
posed increase?” 

Maloy and Patterson charged 
that employe representatives in 
some plants were being coerced 
into signing the agfeement. They 
said the representatives were being 
called in one at a time and asked 
to sign under the threat that the 
wage increase would not be granted 
if they failed to do so.

Dr. Arthur T. McCormack, head of 
the Kentucky Board of Health, pro- 
vided the bond. 

Immediately -after the body was 
found, Gen. Denhardt was quoted 
as saying he and Mrs. Taylor had 
gone for a ride in his automobile, 
and that she left him to go in 
search of a glove while they waited 
in their stalled automobile for a 
battery to arrive from La Grange. 

He was further quoted as say- 
ing he thought Mrs. Taylor took 
a pisto] from the car when she left. 
He had previously told the Coroner 
he thought Mrs. Taylor killed her- 
self because of opposition of her 
two daughters to their marriage.

Samuel Thompson, 43-year-old 
ex-convict switchman and father of 
three children, shot and killed Mrs, 
Eva Ramsey, a waitress with whom 
he had associated for 14 years, in 
her home at 821 North Ninth street, 
East St. Louis, at 10:30 a. m. today. 

While policemen were taking 
Thompson’s fingerprints this aft- 
érnoon he became ill and for the 
first time disclosed that he had 
taken poison this morning after 
shooting Mrs. Ramsey. He was 
taken to St. Mary’s Hospital where 
physicians, after treatment, said his 
condition was pot critical. 

Telling his story to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at Police Headquarters, he 
said he had killed Mrs. Ramsey be- 
cause he had been unable to termi- 
nate their association, and because 
he suspected her of having caused 
him to lose his job with the Alton & 
Southern Railroad, He said he had 
been fired this morning because of 
his affair with her, but an officer 
of the road said he had quit. 

After leaving the job, Thompson 
went to the home of Mrs. Ram- 
sey; who was about 40 years old, 
and, according to his story, plead- 
ed with her not to try “to get my 
job.” After a few momients he went 
out to his car and returned with 
a 16-gauge shotgun, with which he 
shot her. 

Tried to Get Rid of Her. 

“I knew her before I was mar- 
ried,” the switchman said. “For 
the last two years I’ve tried to get 
rid of her. Once I was suspended 
for 22 days by the railroad because 
of running around with her, but 
when I told her we'd have to quit, 
she just kept after me, left notes 
in the windshield of my car and 
kept trying to get in touch with 
me. 

“Tuesday morning I picked her 
up in my car and took her down- 
town to the candy store where she 
works. Somehow, the people at the 
Alton & Southern found it out, and 
I’m sure she told them. After I had 
lost my job I went over to see her. 

“I pleaded with her to leave me 
alone and not try to get my job, be- 
cause I-had a wife and children. 
She refused and said, ‘I’m going to 
have you, I don’t care what trouble 
it causes.’ 

“I went out to my car, parked 
out in front and got my shotgun. 
I knocked at the front door and she 
let me in. She walked away and 
went into the bathroom. I followed. 
She turned around and faced me. 
I said, “You'll never get my job 
again,” and shot her. 

“Then I went to the home of her 
sister, Miss Pearl Brown, at 1233 
North Thirty-first street, and said 
to her, ‘I shot your sister.’ From 
there I went home.”

Strik- 
ers said nearly 250 ships were tied 
up by sympathy walkouts in At- 
lantic and Gulf ports. In New 
York, where they said 79 vessels 
were held, employers stated 22 ships 
cleared yesterday.

Ship Owners Refuse to Deal With 
Strikers at New York.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Joseph 
Curran, leader in the seamen’s 
strike here, predicted today after 
ship owners refused to deal with 
his strike strategy committee that 
the walkout on the Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts would be expanded to- 
night with members of three more 
organizations quitting their posts. 

The steamship owners, through 
their president, R. J. Baker, refused 
to negotiate with the striking sea- 
men following Curran’s announce- 
ment that several employers had 
indicated a desire to discuss a set- 
tlement. 

“The steamship lines for which 
I speak,” Baker said, “have a con- 
tract with the International Sea- 
men’s Union, which is “affiliated 
with the American Federation of 
Labor.

EUGENE O'NEILL GETS 
NOBEL WRITERS PRIZE 


Science Award Divided Be-' 


tween California and 
Austrian, 


By the Associated Press. 
STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Nov. 12.— 
Eugene O'Neill, the American play- 
wright, today was awarded the 1936 
Nobel prize for letters, 

The prize O'Neill will receive will 
approximate $45,000. The amount 
of the 1935 prize, which was _ not 


awarded, has been added to the 1936 
sum. Interest from the $9,000,000 
bequest of the late Alfred B. Nobel, 
dynamite inventor, is used for the 
prizes. 

The Academy of Science divided 
the Nobel prize for physics between 
Prof. V. F. Hess of Innsbruck Uni- 
versity, Austria, and Prof. Carl Da- 
vid Anderson of the California In- 
stitute of Technology. 

Prof. Anderson's award was 
granted for his discovery in 1933 
of positrons—positive electrons—by 
the bombardment of atoms with a 
high voltage current. Prof; Hess's 
prize was for his research in cosmic 
radiation. 

King Gustav will present the 
awards Dec. 10 at a ceremony in 
connection with the anniversary of 
the death of B. Nobel. 

Prof. Peter Debye of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm [Institute for Physics in 
Berlin, received the chemistry prize 
for his studies of the structure of 
the molecule, 


Thrice winner of the Pulitzer 
prize, the only dramatist to hold 
that distinction, Eugene O’Neill, by 
today’s award, became America’s 
second Nobel prize-winner in let- 
ters. Sinclair Lewis was the first. 
A product of Prof. Baker’s fam- 
ous “47 Workshop” at Harvard 
and of the American Little Theater 
movement, O'Neill first won the 
Pulitzer prize with his play, “Be- 
yond the Horizon,” in 1920. “Anna 
Christie” in 1922 and “Strange Inter- 
lude” in 1928 gained the award for 
him twice more. 
He was last reported working on 


SAN FRANCISCO BAY 
BRIDGE 1S OPENED 


First Autos 
000 Snan That Took 3 
Years to Build. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 12.—The 
San Francisco Bay bridge—world’s 
longest span over navigable water— 
was opened to automobile traffic 
at 10:45 a. m. today. At 5:30 p. m. 
President Roosevelt pressed a 
button in Washington lighting so- 
dium vapor lights that make head- 
lights unnecessary in night traffic. 

The bridge cost $77,000,000 and 
took three years to build. 

First on the program was the 
cutting of the golden chain by Gov. 
Frank M. Merriam on the Oakland 
side, and later on the San Francis- 
co side. 

Gov. Merriam, former President 
Herbert Hoover and Charles Hen- 
derson, representing President 
Roosevelt, delivered the principal 
addresses preliminary to the chain- 
severing ceremony. 

Today, tomorrow and Saturday 
there will be parades, regattas and 
social] festivities. Tourist bureats es- 
timated 250,000 visitors were here 
to witness the opening of the bridge 
and later send ‘their automobiles 
over it. : 

The bridge, of suspension, canti- 
lever and truss construction, is ex- 
pected to carry 300,000 passengers 
today. Each car, containing not 
more than five persons, pays 65 
cents toll charges. Each additional 
passenger costs 5 cents extra. 

The structure has 51 piers, con- 
tains 152,000 tons of steel, and 
1,000,000 cubic yards of concrete— 
enough to erect 35 buildings the size 
of the 28story Los Angeles City 
Hall. Its length is eight and one- 
quarter miles over water and tide- 
land, plus three miles of approaches. 
It is 192 feet above water on.the 
Oakland side, 216 at San Francisco. 

Twenty-four workmen were killed 
in construction aecidents and 1157 
injured. | 

Passenger automobiles travel on 
a six-lane highway across the upper 
déck. On a lower deck are lanes 
for trucks and space for interurban 
railway tracks expected to be com- 
pleted in 1938. 

The State built the bridge, using 
loans from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, and in 20 
years expects traffic to retire the 
bonds and make the crossing free.

Aided in Strong Defense 
by Foreign Volunteers— 
Reinforcements Sent For- 
ward and More Men 
Gather Behind Lines.

MADRID, Nov. 12.--The insur 


gent army struck at Madrid’s most 
vulnerable approach in a driving 
rain today. It attacked University 
City, on the northwest, apparently 
the key to the whole advance, This 


section, on the city’s outskirts, is 
not defended by the Manzanares 
River, which has so far been a 
barrier to Madrid from the south- 
west. 

Moving up through Casa del 
|Campo, the former game preserve 
across the river on the west, the 
insurgents met a heavy artillery at- 
tack. Cannons had been fired 
throughout the night. Machine gun 
and rifle fire broke the silence 
‘when the big guns ceased for a 
time. 

The rain and the low ceiling 
kept planes out of action, but the 
rival guns kept pounding positions 
disclosed by lightning flashes dur- 
ing the night. Several fires, set 
off by the artillery bombardment 
of the city, were put out by the 
pain. 

Night Artillery Attack. 

Heavy artillery fire broke out to- 
night after a lull of several hours. 
Most of the insurgent shelis were 
directed at Government battery po- 
sition at the city gates, but several 
fell in the center of the capital, 
tearing large holes in roofs and in- 
juring an undetermined number of 
persons. 

The Madrid war command said 
late today that Government forces, 
in a sudden flank movement from 
the west, had recaptured Getafe, 
eight miles south of Madrid. 

The announcement said the cap- 
ture followed a short fight, and that 
the Government troops found the 
suburb occupied by only a few Fas- 
cist troops. These were captured 
with quantities of arms and ammu- 
nition,. the Government leaders 
added.

SEC Counsel Says Utilities 
Want ‘Favored Land’ Be- 
tween U. S. and State 
Jurisdiction. 


CONTENDS FEDERAL 
CONTROL IS VALID

Lawyer Asserts Law Is 


Destructive and Uncon- 
stitutional.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Consti- 
tutionality of the Public Utilities 
Act, designed to place holding com- 
panies under Federal supervision 


and providing for their possible 
eventual dissolution, came up for a 
test in Federal Court here yester- 
day. Two days of arguments on.the 
case of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission against the Electric 
Bond & Share Co. and its sub- 
sidiaries and affiliates were begun 
before Judge Julian W. Mack. 

Specifically at issue is the right 
of the SEC to enforce the section of 
the act requiring registration of 
holding companies. Counsel for the 
utility seeks a judgment that the 
law is wholly invalid. 

Only arguments will be had; the 
record has been compiled by stipu- 
lation. 

The company has denied that ites 
business is interstate. 

Robert Jackson, chief of counsel 
to the SEC, has contended that va- 
rious sections of the act are separa- 
ble as to enforcement; while com- 
pany attorneys asserted they could 
not be so separated. 


Government Argument. 

Jackson told the Court that in 
the law Congress had asserted “its 
right to dissolve a combination of 
companies which obstructs its de- 
clared policy . . just as it exer- 
cises the right to dissolve a combi- 
nation in re*traint of trade.” 

He referred to the _ so-called 
“death sentence” in the act as a 
“chamber of horrors,” and argued 
utlities had sought to set up a “fa- 
vored land” between state and Fed- 
eral jurisdiction and added they 
had attempted to take “this favored 
land under their own jurisdiction.” 

Jackson asserted a “favored de- 
fense of) the utilities companies has 
been to say ‘the states can’t regu- 
late interstate commerce in which 
we are engaged’ and then to turn 
around and say, ‘The Government 
can’t regulate us because we are 
éngaged in intrastate commerce.’” 

“In the broad sense,” he added, 
“where there arises a conflict be- 
tween trust and personal interest, it 
has always been considered ground 
for Federal intervention.” 


Utility’s Contentions. 


John F. McClane of Bond & Share 
counsel attacked the act as uncon- 
etitutional in all of its parts, assert- 
ing its policy “seems to be that all 
holding. companies, like Carthage, 
must be destroyed.” 7 

The measure, he added, was a 
“hopeless maze of confusion and 
complexities,” and. registration by 
a holding company would mean it 
would be “destroyed by paralysis.” 

He ‘said the act was intended to 
“coerce ‘holding companies to reg- 
ister,” not because they might be 
in interstate commerce, but.“by rea- 
son of their position as holding 
compahies.” He added one of* the. 
authors of the act had said its pur- 
pose was to “rearrange the holding 
company map of the United States.” 

The act, he insisted, was “a trans- 
ference of management (to. the 
Government) and not-regulation.” 

Replying to Jackson's contention 
that the act bridged a gap between 
the powers of state and Federal 
governments, McClane said it “sim- 
ply absorbs those companies into 
the Federal Government.” 


CONCENTRATION CAMPS 
FOR ‘CONDEMNED FASCISTS’ 


Spanish Ministry to Apply Same 
System They Use in Lands 
. Where They Rule.

VALENCIA, Spain, Nov. 12.—The 
Spanish Ministry of Justice today 
announced it was preparing to cre- 
ate concentration -camps for “con- 
demned Fascists.” Up to now, pris- 
oners convicted of participation in 
the Spanish rebellion have been 
sent to jails and prisons, which now 
are overflowing in Government cen- 
ters. 

The idea of concentration camps, 
an under-secretary of the ministry’ 
said, “is repugnant to us, because it 
is of Fascist creation, but the Fas- 
cists sholud not be surprised if we 
apply to them the same regime they 
have planted in the countries which 
they dominate.

AIR BOMBS WRECK 
LOYALIST TRENCHES 


Reporter With Rebel Army 
Tells of Destructive Raid 
by 16 Planes.

TALAVERA DE LA REINA, 
Spain, Nov. 10. (Delayed.)—Sixteen 
rebel bombers and their fighting es- 
cort attacked the loyalists en- 
trenched in the southern section of 
Madrid today, and while the smoke 
still hid the capital from their view, 
Moors and Spanish Legionnaires 
drove forward to the Manzanares 
River. Along the deep bed of this 
negligible stream which curves 
around the southwestern side of 
Madrid, the insurgent line is now 
unbroken except for a loyalist sal- 
ient beyond the Segovia bridge in 
the Casa del Campo district, 

After today’s bormbardment little 
was left of the loyalist defenses. 
Eight bombers dropped eight tons 
of high explosives, and eight others 
dropped small bombs in_ the 
trenches, already shelled for four 
days. 

The loyalist dead must have been 
piled high before the rebel planes 
flew down that line. Now: there 
should be no need to bury them, for 
he bombs hit in patterns as straight 
as crosses in any military cemetery 
and if any living being came out 
of that holocaust it was a miracle. 

The Government command has 
told the workers, it is said here, 
“Don't surrender, because surren- 
der means death.” Whether this is 
true or not, it has been the spirit 
so far of the loyalists, who have 
endured bombardments and _  suf- 
fered rout when they have taken 
to the field against Gen. Jose Va- 
rela’s attacks. Their guns are si- 
lenced and their planes driven from 
the sky. 

The loyalists sent out two bomb- 
ers this morning. Rebel anti-air- 
craft guns near Alcornon, with the 
tenth shell, shot away the tail of 
one of these bombers, and the other 
fled. One flyer bailed out success- 
fully; another’s parachute was 
ripped on the plane and he fell 
like a rock. Four others were killed 


_|when a bomb exploded as the plane 


crashed. The flyer who landed safe- 
ly in the parachute died emptying 
his machine gun at the insurgents. 
Two more loyalist bombers came 
out, then a group of five, but in 
both instances they were turned 
back by rebel anti-aircraft guns. 
Then 20 rebel: planes flew over to 
teach the thousands who looked on 
what modern warfare means.

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8000 Reported Killed by Firing Squads in 
Seville Alone — Rebel Victims Are 
Liberals and Non-Catholics. 


(By Mail.) 
I have just returned from the 
South of Spain, where I have been, 


off and on, since the civil war start- 
ed. Before leaving I had some con- 


-|yersations with refugees who had 


only a few days previously escaped 
from Seville. One of these was a 
doctor, another wus a schoolmaster, 
and a third was a medical student, 
and all of them members of Azana’s 
Republican party. This is the ac 
count they gave of life at Seville. 
The most appalling terror pre- 
vails there. Forty or fifty people are 
shot every day. The more import- 
ant members of the Popular Front 
are tried by summary courts and 
shot in public at the Macarena Gate 
by firing squads composed of Moor- 
ish troops. But by far the greater 
number of people killed are mur- 
dered by the Falangists, or Fascist 


party. 

Victims Dragged From Homes. 

Every night towards 3 o'clock 
armed bands of Falangists drag 
people out of their houses or out 
of the prisons, take them to certain 
places on the outskirts of the city, 
and shoct them. Usually they select 
their victims by lists, but sometimes, 
when reprisals are to be exacted, 
they make a point of choosing 
working men and women from the 
streets at hazard. (This particular 
point is confirmed by M. Pierre 
Ichac, a French journalist of by 
no means Left sympathies, who was 
an eye-witness of such a scene.) 

The Falangists are also fond of 
sham executions. Prisoners are led 
out, ranged in front of a wall be- 
fore @ firing squad, and then sent 
back to prison. Sometimes this hap- 
pens to them several times before 
they are finally disposed of. 

Bodies Exposed for a Day. 

The bodies of those shot are left 
all day at the foot of the wall 
where they have been killed: any- 
one may go and look at them, and 
it is common to see groups of well- 
dressed young men and women 
with the Sacred Heart embroidered 
on their dress doing so. The bodies 
are then taken to the cemetery and 
buried, but their clothes are often 
kept there a few days so that their 
relativés may identify them. The 


witnessed several of these early 
morning shootings because the

“Religious Atmosphere.” 

A fanatically religious atmosphere 
invests the whole town. All the 
Falangists, all those who commit 
these murders, have the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus pinned or embroid- 
ered on their coats. In the streets 
little shrines to the Sacred Heart 
have been put up, and there are 
generally to be seen groups of 
Falangists and of young women in 
front of them.

Liberals Chosen for Execution. 

I inquired who were the people 
who were shot. They said that, of 
course, the Syndicalist and Socialist 
leaders had all been killed, anyone 
who had sat on any trade union 
committee, anyone in whose house 
was found a book on Russia, on 
Socialism, or on Communism, 

But the Falangists seemed to 
have a special hatred for middle- 
class Republicans. All Freemasons 
had been shot, most schoolmasters, 
many chemists, and a number of 
doctors, including the president of 
the Sevillian Medical Association, 
and a number of women, including 
school-mistresses. In fact a clean 
sweep had been made of everyone 
whom in England we should class 
as Liberals. The reason for this 
was as much religious as political; 
any educated man who was believed 
not to be an orthodox Catholic was 
killed. 

Forced to Feed and Clothe Troops. 
In addition to the ordinary prison 
there was a prison ship on the riv- 
er, a women’s prison, and two cine- 
mas converted to the same use. 
Soldiers were billeted on the fam- 
ilies of all prisoners, and they had 
to supply them both-with food and 
clothing.. And, since the property 
of all persons associated with the 
Left has been confiscated, one won- 
ders how the thousands of women 
in Seville whose husbands have 
been shot are going to support 
themselves and their children. 


This is the account, toned down 
a little by me, that Left refugees 
give of life in Seville.

UNION GO BACK TO WORK 


Some Others Reported About to Do 
So; Vote in 10 of 11 Locals 
for Continuing Strike. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

POTOSI, Mo., Nov. 12.—About 75 
miners of the Richwoods local, one 
of the 11 units of the Washington 
County Tiff Miners Council, which 
declared a strike in effect since 
Aug. 24, returned to work yesterday 
following a meeting of the local at 
which a vote of 106 to 5 was cast in 
favor of ending the strike, accord- 
ing to Bert McMullen, chairman of 
the meeting. 

Neezy Bourbon, head of the Bliss 
local, said today that although the 
Bliss vote was 19 to 17 in favor 
of continuing the strike, many of 
the members would return to work. 
The combined vote of the 11 locals 
was 617 to 192 in favor of continuing 
the strike, according to Fred 
Politte Jr., of Old Mines, chairman 
of the strikers’ finance committee. 
He said the Richwoods local was 
the only one that voted against con- 
tinuing. 

The strike was called by the In- 
ternational Union of Mine, Mill & 
Smelter Workers, of which the tiff 
miners’ locals are members, after 
operating companies refused a de- 
mand that they purchase only tiff 
mined by union diggers. Centered

Form Conversations Used. 

Each solicitor used a form con- 
versation, learned from typed in- 
structions found in the place. It 
was as follows: 
“This is Officer Williams calling, 
Assistant :Chief of Police of Rock 
Hill. This’ is not an official call, 
but for the purpose of informing 
you that on Dec. 31 we are giving 
our first annual benefit ball at the 
Fenton Farmers’ Club. There will 
be a floor show of 22 acts. All 
money is for the police pension 
fund. We will _appreciate your 
help.” The solicitor added that 
tickets were $5 each, and that. ad- 
vertising rates in the “official pro- 
gram” ranged from $5 to $75. 

Included in the printed matter 
seized by the officers were “courtesy 
cards,” which were issued to con- 
tributors to the Rock Hill fund. The 
card index, from which calls were 
made, listed practically every re- 
sponsible business firm in St. Louis, 
police said. 

St Louis detectives, who had been 
working on the case, were assis.ed 
by East St, Louis officers and St. 
Clair -County deputies. Present at 
the Forrest avenue address when 
the officers made the raid was an 
informer, who had optained em- 
ployment as a telephone solicitor 
and advised police of progress of 
the plan.

Tickets Sent by Messenger. 

When a solicitor made a sale, 
tickets were delivered to the pur- 
chaser by a messenger, who col- 
lected the money.

TRAIN DISPATCHER ENDS LIFE 
AFTER FATAL INDIANA WRECK 


Rail Executives Studying Circum- 
stances of Death; Theory Is He 
Was Not at Fault. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 12.— 
Circumstances surrounding the sui- 
cide of a train dispatcher were 
studied today by Big Four Reail- 
road executives who are investigat- 
ing the wreck of a passenger train 
in which two persons were killed 
and about 20 injured 15 miles south- 
east of here yesterday. 

Frederick A. Gaugh, 49 years old, 
in whose division the wreck oc- 
curred, was found dead at his home 
a few hours after the accident. Po- 


lice said the man had shot himself 
in the mouth with a revolver. 

D. F., Schaff, division superin- 
tendent, said a broken rail probably 
had caused the accident. He add- 
ed: “We are not overlooking the 
possibility that. the dispatcher 
might have been informed of the 
broken rail and failed to block the 
track in time to avert the wreck. 
The suicide, coming so soon after 
the accident, was peculiar. We in- 
tend to make a thorough investi- 
gation of this phase of the wreck.” 

Schaff said, however, there was 
possibility that “stress and excite- 
ment” following the wreck had so 
unnerved the dispatcher that he 
finally ended his life. In support 
of the theory that the dispatcher 
was not at fault, Schaff said the 
train was traveling on a_ single 
track with the road clear.

of Dr. W. McKim Marriott, former 
dean of Washington University med- 


ical school, who died in California 
yesterday, was his work on infant 
nutrition, and Dr. Marriott refused 
to prescribe milk here, Dr, Cady 
said. 

Severe penalties designed to main- 
tain high standards, including the 
proposed degrading system, and im- 
position of a tax to support the 
work were advocezed by Dr. Ca- 
dy. He criticised the present vol- 
untary payment of 2 cents per 100 
pounds by the industry to support 
inspection, on the ground the in- 
spectors’ loyatly should be to the 
consumers, not the dairy interests. 
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The bill would tax distributers 4 
cents per 100 pounds. 

Dr. Major G. Seelig and Dr. John 
C. Morfit, also representing the so- 
ciety, indorsed the bill. Dr. Morfit 
is a former Hosiptal Commissioner 
and former president of the so- 
ciety. Physicians, said Dr. Seelig, 
regarded feeding of milk furnished 
here to infants as “unspeakable” if 
without special preparation.’ City 
officials shauld be guided in the 
problem by experts, such as Health 
Commissioner Joseph F. Bredeck 
and officials of the United States 
Public Health Service, he went on. 

Dr. Marriott Checked Supply. 

It was recalled by Dr. Seelig that 
the late Dr. Marriott used to arise 
regularily at 4 or 5 a. m. during 
a milk supply controversy 18 years 
ago to check the quality of freshly 
delivered milk. 

Honestly graded milk was need, 
ed, Dr. Morfit declared. He said 
St.. Louis physicians had been rec- 
ommending use of milk substitutes; 
although they would like to recom- 
mend milk. 


W. F. Mullally, representing the 
Consumers’ Council of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County, urged that no 
compromise be made, either on 
standards or the tax. Upholding 
the pending bill in general, he ap- 
proved of the concentration of au- 
thority in the hands of the Health 
Commissioner and of the use of the 
degrading method instead of Police 
Court prosecutions to control qual- 
ity. 

The pending bill was in the inter- 
eshtof public health, it was assert- 
ed by Prof. Ralph S. Fuchs of Wash- 
ington University, representing the 
Consumers’ Council. He upheld the 
bacterial count limitation and said 
the proposed tax amounted to only 
1-llth of a cent per quart, scarcely 
justifying a price increase. He add- 
ed that national records showed the 
dairy business had been profitable. 

‘ Dairy Commission Head Talks. 

Prof. Tyrrell Williams of Wash- 
ington University, president of the 
St. Louis Dairy Commission, which 
is administering the present com- 
promise inspection pian,  toldthe 
committee the ordinance was neces- 
sary. It was proper, he continued, 
to give broad authority to the 
Health Commissioner, with the pro- 
posed provision for hearings, on re-

Reason for Unemployment. 

Wood contended periodic unem- 
ployment “grows out of conditions

He explained it was caused “by 
physical and psychological and po- 
litical and international forces that 
effect the demand for goods.” 

As an illustration of the “caprices 
and whims of the people,” he said 
hairpins were not sold in nearly 
such large quantities as before 
bobbed hair became the fashion. 

“The variations in employment,” 
he said, “are due to the fact that we 
live in an ever-changing world.” 

Justice Brandeis said he thought 
there was an analogy between the 
New York law and industrial acci- 
dent insurance. 

“The occasion for liability,” the 
Justice said, “is limited to those 
who have been employed.” 

About Purchasing Power. 

Saying that one of the purposes 
of the act was to reduce unemploy- 
ment, Epstein contended that pur- 
chasing power would be maintained 
by paying the benefits and that this 
would tend to keep up employment. 

“The science of government is to 
the ills of society what the science 
of medicine is to the ills of the 
body,” Epstein said.

ROOSEVELT AND A, E. MORGAN 
DISCUSS CHANGES IN TVA 


Latter Says Object Is to Emphasize 
Non-Power Phases 
of Program. 
By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.— 
Changes in the Tennessee Valley 
Act to emphasize non-power phases 
of the program have been recom- 
mended to President Roosevelt by 
Arthur E. Morgan, TVA chairman. 


Morgan indicated the President 
gave a favorable reception to his 
suggestions for amendments to 
clarify provisions dealing with nav- 
igation, soil erosion, flood control, 
fertilizer development and other 
parts of the TVA program. 

When Roosevelt first ,considered 
the TVA, Morgan said, ‘power pro- 
duction was only incidental to a 
general program of regional plan- 
ning, but as. work progressed. the 
power angle “more or less _ ob- 
scured” the other aims. 

“The law creating the TVA, in 
that respect, has been inadequate,” 
he said on leaving the White House 
after a conference with the Pres- 
ident yesterday. The President 
wants to make power an incident 
to the program for a unified de- 
velopment for all these legitimate 


purposes.”

WITH U. S. 1S MUCH WANTED 


Chancellor of Exchequer Says 
Pact “Is One of Main Objects 
of the Government.”

LONDON, Nov. 12.—Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Neville Chamberlain 


told the House of Commons today 
that official consideration of an 
Anglo-American trade treaty was 
“one of the main objects of His 
Majesty's Government.” 

It was the Government’s policy, 
he said, to “promote the exchange 
of goods between Great Britain and 
other countries by means of bilat- 
eral pacts.

WITH BID-12 PCT. HlGh 


Shapleigh Low on Electric 
Lamp Contract; Tests.Not | 
Met* Says - Official. 


A contract to supply the city with 
incandescent electric lamps during 
the next 12-month period was 
awarded Oct. 29 to the Graybar 
Biectric Co., 1220 Spruce street, one 
of a group of highest bidders, at 
prices 12 per cent more than the 
lowest bid, madé by Shapleigh 


‘| Hardware Co., holder of the con- 


tract for the last two years. Based 
on the city’s average annual expen- 
diture of $10,000 under its contract, 
the difference between the two 
bids is about $1200. 

Specifications for the lamps un- 
der which the’ bids were received, 
including a clause that “size, qual- 
ity and tests of the lamps shall 
conform in all respects to the speci- 
fications of the United States Bu- 
reau of Standards,” were the same 
as they have been during the last 
two years, when the Shapleigh firm 


held’ the contract for the type of || # 


lamp it furnished. 

Supply Commissioner Victor P. 
Roach, however, said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that, although 
the type of lamp offered by .the 
Shapleigh company was the same 
as in the past, it did not conform 
with the United States Bureau of 
Standards requirements, and for 
that reason the Shapleigh bid was 
rejected. In addition, he asserted, 
the lamps furnished under the con- 
tracts the last two years had 
not proved satisfactory to him in 
practical service. 

Wanted to Try It Out, 

Asked how the city contract hap- 
pened to be awarded to Shapleigh, 
the low biddef, during the last two 
years under the same Bureau of 
Standards conformity. clause, Roach 
replied that he wanted to try out 
the low-cost lamp, “knowing it 
didn’t conform, but that it proved 
to be more expensive because of re- 
placements necessary.” 

Roach said the city itself made 
no tests on lamps to determine if 
they conformed with the Bureau of 
Standards specifications, and ex- 
hibited letters in answer to city in- 
quiries, dated in 1931 and 1934, 
which showed the Bureau’s ap- 
proval of standard makes of lamps 
produced by leading electrical con- 
cerns, but were non-committal on 
the type of lamp offered. by Shap- 
leigh, as it had not been offered in 
Government bidding and had not 
been tested. 

The award to the Graybar com- 
pany was agreed on by Roach and 
A. R. Ross, associate to the pres 
ident of the Board of Public Ser- 
vice, acting as members of the 
Board of Standardization. The 
third member, A. C. Meyers, Bud- 
get Director, dissented, favoring a 
bid by thé Simmons Hardware Co., 
which was 5 per cent less than the 
Graybar company’s bid, represent- 
ing a saving of $500, based on an- 
nual lamp expenditure of $10,000. 

Why He Favored Simmons 

Meyers said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he favored the Sim- 
mons bid because he did not think 
there was enough difference be- 
tween the makes of lamp furnished 
by Graybar and Simmons to sac- 
rifice the $500. He did not con- 
sider the Shapleigh bid, he said, 
because he was informed by Roach 
the make bodffered did not conform 
with specifications. 

Roach acknowledged that the 
lamp offered by Simmons was man- 
ufactured by licensees of the Gen- 
eral Blectric Co., which also makes 
the lamp to be furnished by the 
Graybar firm. He said, however, 
that his reason for passing up the 
5 per cent saving on the Simmons 
bid was so the Police Department, 
which uses only the make of lamp 
furnished by Graybar, could pur- 
chase its supply with the city and 
take advantage of the city’s dis- 
count. That saving would com- 
pensate for the $500, he figured. 

There were 14 bidders for the con- 
tract at list prices, set by leading 
manufacturers. The bidding was at 
various discounts from the list 
prices, which determines high and 
low bidders. Some companies bid 
on two different makes, but there 
were 11 bids on leading makes, in- 
cluding the Graybar bid, at 33 per 
cent discount on unbroken pack- 
ages, which makes up the bulk of 
the city’s purchases; three bids at 
36 per cent discount for leading 
makes; the Simmons bid at 38 per 
cent discount; and the Shapleigh 
bid, an- independent make, at 45 per 
cent discount. 

Shows $3000 a Year Saving.

sheet on lamps furnished during the 
last two years to the city, setting 
out a saving of $3000 a year in com- 
parison to lamps of higher cost.

The Forgotien 
Mothers are other mothers in the United 
States, with husbands eager to pay for the 
best that money can buy. 


Paul de Kruif’s article is more than a 
report—it is a program. He makes specific 
recommendations as to what women all 
over the United States can do to secure an 
equal chance to bring life into the world 
—without needless death. 

Already there is a nation-wide stirring 
of conscience in the matter of needless 
deaths among child-bearing women, Pre- 
vious Journal articles’ by Paul de Kruif 
were largely responsible. 

But there is opposition. This year, be- 
fore the annual convention of the American 
Medical Association, a physician said:

them because many thousands less of 
them will have to die.”

its figures on obstetrical deaths? 
(You should ask for these figures.) 


Does the hospital have a ma- 
ternity ward isolated—physically 
separated with its own staff, even 
of cleaners—from the parts of 
the hospital where there is any 
kind of infection? 


Paul de Kruif tells al/ that can be immedi- 
ately done—by individuals and women’s 
organizations—in the December Journal, 
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strong —takes this as one of its 
principal objectives for 1937: 


j Each club to find out the maternal death 
rate for its own locality, and compare 
this with the state average. 


To investigate the availability of prenatal 
health service for its locality. 


To study the bearing of economic condi- 
tions in its locality on maternal health 
and death rates—reporting cases of mal- 
nutrition and economic stress to county 
or state health units. 


To determine the local policy in handling 
borderline cases. 


To co-operate with its state welfare de- 
partment in finding ways to get funds for 
the delivery of all needy mothers. 


To get and keep in touch with the Amer- 
ican. Committee on Maternal Welfare, 
which is organizing committees in every 
state.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—If the 
founding fathers had taken the ad- 
vice of Abigail Adams, the United 
States would have started off with. 
women’s rights already recognized, 
saving the White House much pe- 
titioning and picketing in years to 
come, 

Because 1600 Pennsylvania ave- 
nue wasn’t ready to receive first 
families until the year 1800, Mrs. 
Adams was first mistress of the 
White House. 


Martha Washington’s full-length 
portrait is now on the east room 
wall. She was an authority on 
cookery and etiquette, and once de- 
scribed herself as an “old-fashioned 
Virginia housekeeper, steady as a 
clock, busy as a bee, cheerful as a 
critket.” 

Mrs. Adams for Women’s Rights. 

To the very beginnings of the 
bare, big executive mansion, Abi- 
gail Adams brought a crusading in- 
terest in the intellectual advance- 
ment of her sex,;°and a penchant 
for politics so strong her grandson 
felt he had to defend her from a 
common criticism that she “had a 
degree of influence over the pub- 
lic conduct of her husband.” 

After her husband’s defeat in 
November, 1800, the first letter she 
wrote from the new executive man- 
gion began— 

“Well, my dear son, South Caro- 
lina has behaved as your father 
always said she would. The conse- 


retire from public life.” 

This was one of many statements 
showing that she counted herself 
in on the Adams career. She con- 
sidered the condition of the coun- 
try her concern, as well as that of 
her husband. Twenty years before 
he was President, when the United 
States was being born in Conti- 
nental Congress .at Philadelphia, 
she was firing questions at her 
husband there: 

“If we separate from Great Brit- 
ain, what code of laws will be es- 
tablished? How shall we govern so 
as to retain our liberties? Can any 
govertiment be free which is not 
administered by general, stated 
laws? Who shall frame these laws? 
Who will give them force and en- 
ergy?”

She wanted “something done, in 
a continental way, with regard to 
spiritous liquors, that each of the 
New England colonies may be on 
the same footing.”

Even then, she could glibly re- 
cite prices of every article used in 
Massachusetts, and the time came 
when she could do the same for 
Paris and for London. She was 
running the home place, writing; 
“T hope in time to have the rep- 
utation of being as good a farm- 
eress as my partner has of being 
a good statesman.” 

Her grandson, Charles Francis 
Adams, grudging in his granting of 
anything “beyond the domestic 
hearth” to women, was compelled 
to describe her from editing her let- 
ters, as: 

“A farmer cultivating the land, 
and discussing the weather and the 
crops; a merchant reporting prices- 
current and the rates of exchange, 
and directing the making of in- 
voices; a politician speculating upon 
the possibilities of peace or war; 
and a mother writing the most ex- 
alted sentiments to her son.” 


Perhaps all this activity account- 
ed for her early entrance into the 
arena of women’s rights, three 
months before the Declaration of 
Independence; and 72 years before 
the first woman’s rights conven- 
tion at Seneca Falls, N. Y., para- 
phrased that document to write the 
women in. 

“Remember the Ladies.” 

“And by the way,” Abigail wrote 
to her husband, “in the new code 
of laws which I suppose it will be 
necessary for you to make, I desire 
that you should remember the la- 
dies, and be more generous and 
favorable to them than your an- 
cestors. 

“Do not put such unlimited power 
in the hands of husbands! Remem- 
ber, all men would be tryants if 
they could! 

“If particular care and attention 
is not paid to the ladies, we are 
determined to foment a rebellion, 
and will not hold ourselves bound 
by laws in which we have no voice 
or representation. > 


“That your sex are naturally ty- 
rannical is a truth so thoroughly 
established as to admit of no dis- 
pute; but such of you who wish to 
be happy willingly give up the 
harsh title of master for the more 
tender and endearing one of friend. 
Why then not put it out of the 
power of the vicious and lawless to 
use us with cruelty and indignity 
with impunity? Men of sense of 
all ages abhor those customs which 
treat us only as vassals of your 
sex,” 

To this John Adams lightly and 
humorously replied: 

“As to your extraordinary code 
of laws, I cannot but laugh. Depend 
upon it, we know better than to re- 
peal our masculine systems. We 
have only the name of masters, and 
rather than give this up, which 
would completely subject us to the 
despotism of the petticoat, I hope 


heroes would fight.” 
Mrs. Adams’ Reply. 
Mrs. Adams answered: “I cannot 


the ladies; for, whilst you are pro- 
claiming peace and good will to all 
nations, you insist upon retaining 
an absolute power over wives. But 
you must remember that an ar- 
bitrary power is like most other 
things which ‘are very hard, very 
likely to be broken.” 

‘Some of her biographers . have 
omitted this interchange. Others 
have said she was merely in a mer- 
ry mood. But it is to be noted she 
did not retract, and to her old age 
0 still writing feministic philoso- 
phy. 

Joining her husband abroad, she 
spoke her mind on all occasions, all 
subjects; how America stinted its 
diplomats—“My own interest apart, 
the system is bad;” how the ladies 
of France behaved with Benjamin 
Franklin; what the women were 
wearing in Paris and London; how 
it felt to be first woman of this 
country ever_presented at court in 
England. She went sight-seeing, 
and wrote able accounts of famous 
old castles. She toured the carpet 
factories at Axminster, and report- 
ed on plant, prices and working 
conditions, 

Back in America on adoption of 
the Constitution, she wrote on, 
painting a resy picture of New 
York, where her husband became 
first Vice-President; a less enthu- 
siastic picture of Philadelphia, 
where he finished with that post 
and became President; and a sorry 
one of the new, muddy Washington, 
emerging from its swamp during 
her four final bitter “lame duck” 
months in the White House. 

She analyzed that place as a high 
honor sure to be attended by much 
grief, which should be borne calm- 
ly. Her prolific pen noted and ra- 
tionalized the slander that whirled 
about George W ton as .well 
as her own husband. On Adams’ 
inauguration day, she wrote: 

“However pure the intention, or 
righteous the conduct, offenses will 
come ...tI shall esteem myself 
peculiarly fortunate if at the close 
of my public life I can retire 
esteemed, beloved, and equally re- 
spected with my predecessor.” 

On his defeat came this: 

“For myself and. family, I have 
few regrets. At my age, and with 
my infirmities, T shall be happier

Matching frankness with his own, 
she told Jefferson the two things 
which rankled most with the 
Adamses—that Jefferson had re- 
mitted the fine of a man convict- 
ed of slandering her husband; that 
he had removed their son, John 
Quincy Adams, as District Judge, 
“an office in which no political 
concerns entered.” 

_ Jefferson’s Explanations. : 

Jefferson’s. explanation of the 
first point apparently satisfied Mrs. 
Adams he had. meant no personal 
unkindness to Adams; but his 
statement he had merely appointed 
a man who had chanced to super- 
sede her son brought from Abigail: 
“A quibble, and ag such I pass it.” 
In a few. clear~- paragraphs, she 
brought their correspondence def- 
initely to a close, wishing him well. 

Almost a month later, her hus- 
band added a statement in writing 
to his wife’s copies of this inter- 
change: 

“The whole of this correspond- 
ence was begun and. conducted 
without my knowledge or suspicion. 
Last evening, and this’morning, at 
the desire of Mrs. Adams, I read 
‘the whole. I have no remarks to 
make upon it, at this time and in 
this place. J. Adams.” 

Whatever Adams may have said 
to his wife, historians credit her 
action with resulting in the slow re- 
newal of friendship between the 
two men, cemented at last by the 
condolence Jefferson wrote to 
Adams on Mrs. Adams’ death. 

Had it not been for her, Jeffer- 
gon’s name might not have been on 
John Adams lips when the two of 
them died, miles apart but simul- 
taneously, July 4, 1826, fiftieth anni- 
versary of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, that document so 
especially theirs. 

Jefferson’s Daughters. 

In common with many women of 
their day, Jefferson’s two daugh- 
ters, Martha and Maria, were back 
in the home State while their fa- 
ther and husbands pursued public 
careers. 

Jefferson considered two levees 
per year sufficient. Jefferson’s 
daughters didn’t even visit the 
White House until December of 
their father’s second year there, 
and right after their two husbands 
had been elected to Congress, Then 
they stayed only a month. 

The beautiful Maria, wife of John 
Wayles Eppes, was then described 
as “simplicity and timidity personi- 
though 
“communicative and of winning 
manner” with intimates. She died 
in 1804. Martha, wife of Thomas 
Mann Randolph, was termed “more 
interesting than Mrs. E.,” in fact, 
a conversationalist who could keep 
her hearers enthralled hours. on 
end, “her countenance beaming 
with intelligent benevolence and 
sensibility.” 

After . Maria’s death, Martha 
moved into the White House with 
her family of six daughters and one 
son, thus acquiring a place in a 
future Smithsonian Museum glass 
case among the mistresses of the 
mansion. 

But although she was well-fittéd 
by ‘talents and education for social 
brilliance—she had been educated 
' with titled French girls, and had 
made her bow at the French court 
—she was more the mother than 
the hostess in the White House. 
Her second son, James Madison, 
was born’ there. He was eighth of 
her 12 children. 

The most vivid picture of her in 
the White Hous¢ setting was at a 
family tea where she was “seated 
by Jefferson on the sofa, and all 
her lovely children playing around 
her,” one clinging to the President's 
neck, one on either. Jeffersonian 
knee. | 

Dolly Madison. 

Dolly Madison was her insepara- 
ble companion, her adviser and the 
social mainstay of the White House. 
They were sometimes mistaken for 
each other. 

With Martha as comforter of his 
last years, Jefferson was to see 
Monticello, the amazing, luxurious 
mountain-top home which he spent 
a quarter of a century building, 
wrecked by depleted fortunes. Nine- 
teen years after he left the White 
House and two years after his death 
a friend found Martha in Monti- 
cello. “bare and comfortless, the 
furniture, pictures, statues, serv- 
ants, all gone. Sold, ‘yes, sold! Not 
descended to the survivors.” But 
Martha herself seemed “like the 
spirit of the place that had survived 
its body.” 

The family then dependent on the 
widowed Martha was enumerated: 
“Four daughters, all women; four 
sons, the youngest 12 years old: four 
grandchildren; the husband of her 
eldest daughter, Mr. Triste, and old 
Mrs. Triste in her dotage, with no 
home but what Mrs. Randolph can 
give her. Mr. Triste is very young 
and not yet in business.” 

“You will excuse all that is want- 
ing,” Martha apologized to her 
caller, “You know all that has 
passed,” and her visitor later said 
of her: “What a sweetness, dignity, 
resignation—nay cheerfulness—and 
such a reserve!”

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—Sale of the St. Louis Browns by the Phil 

de Catesby Ball estate to the St. Louis group headed by Donald L. 
Barnes was approved by club owners of the American League, ata 
special meeting here today, and the way was opened for the playing 
of night baseball in St. Louis next season. 

The personnel of the purchasing 
group was given the OK of the 
league partnership, necessary to the 
transfer of a franchise. 

On the question of night play 
the old and new owners of the 
Browns were directed to meet with 
the owners of the St. Louis Card)- 


nals and attempt to agree on @ 
schedule of night games in lim- 
ited number, with four for each 
club a likely maximum, and re- 
submit the proposal to the Amer- 
ican League for approval. 

The consideration was not an- 
nounced at the meeting, but it is 
said Barnes and his associates paid 
$325,000 cash for the franchise and 
players. The sale does not include 
Sportsman’s Park, which is owned 
by the Dodier Realty Co., another 
corporation formed by the late Mr. 
Ball. 

The new corporation will be cap- 
italized at $500,000, it was learned. 
Of this amount, $175,000 will be used 
as a working fund to buy players 
and care for current expenses. 

After a three-hour session, at 
which there was much conversa- 
tion about night ball and radic 
broadcasting of games, President 
Will Harridge of the league issued 
the following statement: 

“The American League, at the 
meeting today, approved the per- 
sonnel comprising the group of 
new owners proposed for the pur- 
chase of the St. Louis Browns 
and has left the details in connec- 
tion with the transfer of the 
franchise and various contracts 
between the new owners and the 
old owners, and the owners of 
the park and the league, to be 
worked out by attorneys for the 
various parties.

BEAT M'KENDREE 


Washington Coach, With 
an Eye to Next Season, 
to Test His Juniors and 


Sophomores.

With the “Iron Men” watching 
them from the bench, Coach Jimmy 
Conzelman’s reserves will do most 
of the playing for the Washington 
Bears in Saturday's contest with 
the Bearcats from McKendree Col- 
lege. If and when the _ reserves 
show signs of faltering, the regu- 
lars will be filtered in to positions 
where they can do the most good. 
The Washington coach has definite- 
ly decided to use his first-stringers 
Saturday only if it becomes neces- 
sary. He would be greatly pleased 
to be able to keep them out of the 
game the whole 60 minutes. 

However, it is not all inexperience 
in the lineup that will open against 
McKendree. Three of the starters 
are seniors and two are juniors, 
leaving the other six sophomores. 
And, all of the starters have seen 
action in games this year for vari- 
ous lengths of time. It is possible 
that McKendree will show greater 
strength than anticipated, but it 
would seem that, on the records, 
the Washington reserves should be 
able to emulate the Marines in 
landing and keeping the’ situation 
well in hand. 

On this all-reserve team will be 
Bill Seibert and Paul Locke at the 
ends, Walter Gog and Joe Noskay 
at the tackles, Vic Mansor and Russ 
Meredith at the guards, Charley 
Gould at center, John O’Toole at 
quarter, Bob Minkey and Bill Fer- 
fecky at halves, and Harold Tracy 
at fullback. Mansor and Noskay 
are the seniors, Seibert and Locke 
the juniors. The others all came 
up from last year’s freshman team. 

This team will average about 180, 
the line going around 190 and the 
back field about 162, It is not be- 
lieved that McKendree is any 
heavier. , 

Preparing for Next Year. 

It will be a good test for the 
youngsters in the Washington start- 
ing lineup and should help them 
much in their 1937 play. The Bears 
lose many stars through gradua- 
tion, and it is up to these young- 
sters to make up the nucleus of 
next year’s eleven. Experience is 
what a sophomore football player 
needs most, and the six in Satur- 
day’s starting battle front should 
profit by the chance to play longer 
than usually is possible. 

With the regular varstiy acting 
as a reserve, there naturally is no 
worry over the outcome of the Mc- 
Kendree game, but the worry sea- 
son over the Missouri contest a 
week later has set in in earnest. 
Yesterday the athletics offices were 
filled with 6-2-2-1’s and 6-3-2’s, with 
here and there a 7-2-2 making a 
short appearance. 

Coach Conzelman used exactly 
three reams of paper evolving a 
defense for Missouri plays, and the 
consumption of paper wasn't cut 
down any when Gale Bullman ar- 
rived to help with the figuring. 

It is the opinion that while Mis- 
souri was not impressive especially 
in their game with St. Louis last 
Saturday, the Tigers, because of 
their showings in previous games, 
were having an “off-day.” How- 
ever that may be and however they 
figure this struggle, it is apparent 
at Washington that there is con- 
siderably less perturbation over the 
meeting with the Tigers than there 
was a couple of weeks ago. 

Outlook Is Promising. 

One reason for the perking-up is 
that, in all probability, every regu- 
lar man-jack of the Bears will not 
only be able to play against Mis- 
souri, but will be in top condition 
for the battle. Not since the Notre 
Dame game have the Bears been 
at full strength, and the prospect 
that they will be so for Missouri 
and, it is hoped, for St. Louis, quite 
naturally is a pleasing one. 


Jones “All Positions” Klein is 
improving rapidly and undoubtedly 
will be ready if called upon for the 
Missouri game a week hence. Klein 
is taking daily easy workouts and 
seems sure to be as spry as ever 
in 10 days. 


Ollie Kraehe, probably the best 
tackle and just as probably the 
best allround football player ever 
developed at Washington U., is a 
daily visitor to the practice field. 
Ollie is bigger—yeah, man, much 
bigger—than in days of yore: He 
is thinking of reducing, and if a 
way could be found which did not 
mean a diet undoubtedly would 
think seriously .of doing so.

For Years Only Beneficiary 
Is Likely to Be Swift & 
Co. Which Is Allowed to 
Use System for $5000. 


Amounts each of the four dis- 
tricts to be served by the Lans- 
downe sanitary trunk line sewer 
will have to pay to the East Side 
Levee Board for the privilege of 
using the sewer as an outlet were 
made public yesterday by Stephen 
H. Kernan, president of the Levee 
Board. Construction of the sewer, 
financed by a PWA loan and grant, 
obtained by the Levee Board, 
is expected to be completed within 
the next month. 

The board, created by the Illinois 
Legislature, consists of President 
Kernan and four other members, 
all of whom were re-eiected Nov. 3. 
The amounts fixed by the board 
were based on a report submitted 
by a firm of consulting engineers, 
apportioning benefits from the 
sewer. 

The cost to East St. Louis of us- 
ing the sewer will be $100,000; to 
Washington Park, $95,500; to Fair- 
mont City, $45,700, and to National 
City, where many large packing 
plants are situated, $107,300. These 
costs, totaling $348,500, are appor- 
tioned on a basis of benefits re- 
ceived by the “ultimate population” 
of the districts. In East St. Louis; 
Lansdowne only is benefited. Maxi- 
mum industrial waste discharged by 
the National Stockyards is the ele- 
ment considered in National City 
costs. 

In fixing the district charges, the 
Levee Board is seeking to recover 
construction costs it has assumd, 
paid out of bond issues to be retired 
from taxes. Total cost of building 
the outlet is placed at $334,049, and 
includes funds actually expended 
out of PWA loans in building both 
the sanitary trunk line sewer and 
the built-in sanitary sewer compart- 
ment in the new Cahokia Creek di- 
fa version canal, to which the trunk 

miuine sewer is connected. The trunk 
line sewer is being built by the G. 
Locke Tarlton Construction Co. at 
a cost of $330,789. It is 19,500 feet 
long and, beginning at Verlie ave- 
nue and Washington Park boule- 
vard, follows generally the route of 
Schoenberger Creek and ends at the 
diversion canal. 


No Contracts Yet.

TROTZKY DOCUMENTS STOLEN

The burglars used a blow torch

ments which Sedoff said had been 
intrusted to his care by Trotzky. 

Trotzky, Sedoff said, wrote him 
from Norway in October expressing 
fear the documents might be stolen 
and suggesting they be given to the 
Institute or “some similar American 
institution” for safe keeping. Sed- 
off said he turned the documents 
over to the Institute of Social His- 
tory.

“STILL PAYS ANNUITIS 


Among the 31 Is $10,000 for 
Lloyd George—Mrs. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, $5000. 


By the Associated Press. 

HOBOKEN, N. J., Nov. 12.—Seven- 
teen years after the death of An- 
drew Carnegie, 31 annuities he pro- 
vided still issue regularly from the 
office of a small trust company he 
founded here. 

The original forty-odd annuitants 
included a former President of the 


United States, two widows of Presi- 
dents and three British statesmen, 
besides close friends, relatives and 
servants. 

David Lloyd George receives $10,- 
000; Mrs. Fdith K. Roosevelt, widow 
of President Theodore Roosevelt, 
$5000; Mrs. Francis Cleveland Pres- 
ton, widow of President Cleveland, 
$5000. Mrs. Helen H. Taft as the 
widow of President Taft is paid an 
annuity of $10,C 0 left to him. 

Walter Damrosch, conductor, and 
John Burns and Thomas Burt, both 
former members of Parliament, 
were left $5000 annuities. 

Carnegie’s intent was to give fi- 
nancial security in their old age to 
persons “who had deserved well of 
the State.” “de created the annuli- 
ties for the widows of Presidents 
in view of the lack of provision for 
them by the Federal Government. 

Proposal for Presidents. 

The iron and steel magnate who 
gave away millions once proposed 
an allowance of $25,000 a year to 
all former Presidents and their wid- 
ows as long as they should remain 
unprovided for by the nation. The 
plan was not carried out, however, 
because of the outcry of those who 
felt it was unbecoming that a pri- 
vate citizen should assume a duty 
belonging ‘o the State. 

Once every six months since the 
death of the philanthropist on Aug. 
11, 1919, a $5000 foreign draft has 
been mailed to Lloyd George, and 
the other annuities have been sent 
from the office of the Home Trust 
Co. of Hoboken. 

Incorporated ty Carnegie in 1911, 
the company was appointed by him 
executor an” trustee of his estate 


and the lump sum of $100,000 fixed |- 


as remuneration for its duties. 

It carries on management of the 
estate* in comfortable quarters on 
the fifth floor of the Hoboken Trust 
Co. Building, overlooking the Hud- 
son River docks -from which Car- 
negie sailed many times to spend 
happy summers in his native land, 
and in the background New York, 
where in h’ Fifth Avenue resi- 
dence he took keen delight in en- 
tertaining his friends. 

Man Who Pays Annuitants. 

In charge of paying the annui- 
ties is Jerome A. Q. Franks, secre- 
tary of the trus*‘ company and son 
of Robert A. Franks, Carnegie’s 
treasurer. 

The one-time Pittsburgh ironmas- 
ter directed that at termination of 
the nnuities they become part of 
his residuary estate, which he be- 
queathed to the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion of New York to maintain his 
life’s aim of advancing the knowl- 
edge of the common people. 

His total benefactions, once esti- 
mated by his secretary at more 
than $324,000,000, included $60,000,- 
000 for more than 3000 municipal 
library buildings in towns and 


cities of the United States and Great. 


Britain. 

His widow, Mrs. Louise Whitfield 
Carnegie, and daughter, Mrs. Ros- 
well Miller Jr., still make annual 
trips to Skibo Castle, the large es- 
tate Carnegie in his later life pur- 
chased on the Scottish soil he so 
dearly loved,

CHARLES NAGEL TALKS 
ON SUPREME COURT 


Says It and Constitution Pro- 
tect People Against Own 
Extravagances. 


The Supreme Court was defended 
as a necessary protection against 
the exercise of excessive powers 


by Congress and described as the 
nation’s greatest contribution to po- 
litical science, in a talk before the 
Cathedral Luacheon Club at Bishop 
Tuttle Memorial yesterday by 
Charles Nagel, Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor in the Cabinet of 
President Taft. 

“The Constitution and the Su- 
preme Court protect us from our 
own extravagances,” Nagel said. 
“Each of ihe 48 states has a Con- 
stitution and Supreme Court to 
which we look «vith confidence that 
protection will be afforded from 
Legislative abuses. Cities, likewise, 
have their charters. Where would 
we be if Legislatures and Boards 
of Aldermen had unbounded pow- 
er to do what they please? 

“The Constitution has been dis- 
regarded often and the Supreme 
Court has made mistakes, but they 
stand as bulwarks against absolut- 
ism. Thomas Jefferson, probably 
the greatest advocate of political 
 gelf-restraint, avoided the Constitu- 
tion in making the Louisiana Pur- 
chase. Lincoln, with his great love 
for the Constitution, violated it in 
suspension of the right of habeas 
corpus. How often it was ignored 
during the Wor:d War I should not 
attempt to say. These exceptions 
were made under the exeuse of 
emergency but the fundamental 
principles written into the Constitu- 
tion have stood.” 

Nagel remarked that he was 
called a conservative because he 
refused to be a radical, adding, “I'd 
like to be called a liberal.” 

“The liberal, however,” he con- 
tinued, “has changed his base. He 
used to be the. person who advo- 
cated changes in conditions to give 
equality of opportunity to every- 
one. Now the liberal is the person 
who concerns himself with indi- 
viduals or classes, advocating legis- 
lation aimed at correction of con- 
ditions effecting the farmer or the 
laborer or some other division of 
activity. There is no consistent 
fundamental principle behind it.” 

Nagel spoke approvingly of the 
disposition to ignore old party af- 
filiations, as reflected in the presi- 
dential election. 

“Many surrendered their party 
affiliations, Democrats and Repub- 
licans,” he said, “because they 
thought the future of the nation 
was at stake. Their courage is ad- 
mirable. Whether they were right 
or wrong is beside the point. They 
formed their opinions and did a 
fine thing by expressing them with- 
out regard to their past politica) af- 
filiation.”

Business Men’s Viewpoint. 

In an effort to discover, if pos- 
sible, something of the general 
trend of British opinion in Shanghai 
your correspondent interviewed 10 
prominent. Britons, including the 
heads of some of the largest firms, 
a banker, a lawyer, and two mis- 
sionaries. It must be confessed at 
the outset that the results were dis- 
appointingly nebulous, especially in 
the case of the business men ‘ap- 
proached. The frank reaction of 
most of the latter was to ask, “What 
can’ we do?” Few had any really 
constructive suggestions to offer ex- 
cept as regards overhauling’ the 
British diplomatic and consular ma- 


;chinery in order to obtain more ef- 


fective support for British trade in- 
terests. It was plain that in most 
cases they were looking at things 
from the standpoint not of the prin- 
ciples at stake but of the peculiar 
needs of their respective firms. In 
}few cases could any sense of iden- 
tification with the problems of the 
Chinese people be noted. One was 
led to the conclusion that the num- 
ber of British business men _ in 
| Shanghai who possess the capacity 
to see more than a limited dis- 
tance beyond their noses can still be 
counted .upon the fingers of one 
hand. 


Realistic Policy Urged. 


From one exceptionally far-sight- 
ed merchant, however, who occupies 
an influential position in the Brit- 
ish business community, came this 
thoughtful statement: “British pol- 
icy should be at once constructive 
and realistic. It should be constru:- 
tive in that we should try to as- 
sist in every way China’s progress 
towards unification and financial 
stability; and it should be realistic 
in the sense that British traders 
Should cease to rely absolutely up- 
on their extraterritorial status, This 
is all right up to a point, but. we 
have got to be prepared gradually 
to relinquish these privileges—not 
by overnight cancelation but rath- 
er by a normal process of attrition 
as and when the Chinese are. able 
to render the extraterritorial pro- 
visions of the treaties unnecessary. 

“As regards the Japanese, the 
‘question is how we can establish 
an understanding with them so long 
as their policy out here continues 
to be so aggressive. I feel that we 
should be careful not to condone 
any Japanese activity, such as the 
North China smuggling, which we 
feel to be wrong. And we should 
not hesitate to condemn any action 
which is contrary to our own prin- 
ciples of fairness and justice.” 


Great Britain and Japan. 


But this was by no means a 
representative business opinion. Al- 
most the only other recognition of 
principles at stake came from the 
two missionaries: “The question 
ought to be decided,” one of the 
latter urged, “as to how much 
Britain is willing that Japan should 
get away with in China. Some- 
how or other Britain ought to let 
it be known what she is willing to 
stand for and what she is not. 
Britain and the United States 
‘ought to come together and say, 
‘We recognize the justice of a lot 
of Japan’s claims but we cannot 
stomach the idea of a Japanese 
hegemony in China and would con- 
sider it an unfriendly act if any 
further move were made in that 
direction.’” This missionary - also 
felt that much good might be 
achieved if Britain were to send 
out to China more men of the cali- 
ber of Sir John Hope Simpson. and

In several quarters there was 
some very plain speaking on the

A constructive suggestion ad- 
vanced in this connection was. that, 
following the example of the Amer- 
icans, Japanese and others, the em- 
bassy staff should be strengthened 
by more frequent recruitment from 
the consular service in China, It 
was also urged that the British con- 
sular services in China, Japan and 
Korea should be made interchange- 
able—a principle which has already 
been adopted with satisfactory re- 
sults in respect to some of the 
Manchurian posts. 

Through Chinese Eyes. 

So much for the local British 
viewpoint. What do the Chinese 
think of Brit‘sh policy in the Far 
East? Not much, it can be an- 
swered at once. Many Chinese feel 
that Britain’s lack of moral -ad- 
ership and her tendency to com- 
promise have done much to encour- 
age Japanese aggression. 

“In the Far East,” wrote the 
editor of the influential Shun Pao 
on the occasion of Sir Hughe 
Knatchbull-Hugesson’s arrival in 
Shanghai, “British policy is near- 
sighted and determined by selfish 
motives. The aim of the British 
Government is to effect a compro- 
mise with Japan in order to main- 
tain her economic privileges in 
China. This, however, will prove 
illusory, for experience has taught 
that our neighbor across the Yellow 
Sea will advance by leaps and 
bounds, If Britain persists in hold- 
ing on to her ‘realistic policy’ her 
course of acticr in the Far East 
will be even more erratic than was 
the case in regard to Abyssinia.” 

Britain’s Awkward Dilemma. 


Chinese wiih whom the question 
was discussed echoed the Shun 
Pao’s sentiments. One of them 
summed up the position in this 
way: “In 1931 Great Britain let 
Japan have a free hand in Man- 
churia, thinking that this would 
help to make British interests safer 
in China proper. In 1932 when Ja- 
pan began to penetrate into North 
China the British still held this 
view. However, it is now clear that 
the Japanese have no intention of 
respecting the traditional British 
sphere of interest in the Yangtze 
Valley and this has put the British 
in an awkward dilemma. They

To meet all these up-to-date uses 
for cranberries, larger and larger 
crops of the fresh fruit have come 
on the market. This year a harvest 
of about 530,900 barrels of cran- 
berries is forecast—a heavier crop 
than last year’s very good one. 

& Grow in Bogs. 


In the East cranberry growing 
centers in the “bogs” of Cape Cod, 
Long Island and parts of New Jer- 
sey. Wiscohsin grows its cranber- 
ries in “marshes,” and there are 
modern cranberry fields on the Pa- 
cific Coast. To grow anywhere 
cranberries must have an acid peat 
soil and cool summer temperature. 

The so-called “bogs” or “marshes” 
are not, as the names imply, swam- 
py land. They are carefully pre- 
pared fields, which are artificially 
flooded at certain stages during the 
winter, to protect the roots of the 
cranberry vines from freezing, and 
later on to ward off insects. Cran- 
berries used to be hand-picked and 
some varieties still are, but most 
of the crops are now gathered in 
large scoops with fingerlike pro- 
jections that rake through the 
vines very effectively. If berries 
are picked when the fields. are 
flooded, they do not store or stand 
up in the markets as well as dry- 
picked berries, and the latter prac- 
tice is preferred. 


The desirable market -qualities in 
fresh cranberries may be summed 
up in a few words: Look for fresh, 
plump, firm berries with a high 
luster and good color. Avoid ber- 
ries that are shriveled, dull, soft or 
moist. The most common are the 
rather large, bright red fruit and 
the small darker kinds which are 
less tart than the light-colored 
sorts. 

Cranberries “jell” easily, because 
they are rich in acid and pectin. 
Also, because they cook very quick- 
ly and have so much acid, they 
retain their vitamin C content suf- 
ficiently in cranberry sauce or juice 
to be rated as a very good source 
of this important food factor. The 
sauce or jelly has the best flavor 
when freshly made. Once the sur- 
face is cut, cranberry products 
“weep” or become watery, so it is 
best to mold each lot in — small 
glasses holding just enough for one 
meal. 


Steamed Cranberry Pudding. 
Two cups cranberries. 


Two teaspoons baking powder. 
One-quarter teaspoon. salt, 
One-quarter cup butter or other 
fat. 

One-half cup sugar, 

Two eggs. — 

One-half cup milk. 

Pick over, wash, and dry the 
cranberries and roll them in two 
tablespoons of the flour. Sift the 
rest of the flour with the baking 
powder and salt. Cream the fat, add 
the sugar and well-beaten eggs, and 
add the dry ingredients alternately 
with the milk. Fold in the cran- 
berries, turn into a buttered mold, 
cover, and steam for two hours. 


lows: Mix one” cup sugar, three 
tablespoons cornstarch, and one- 
quarter teaspoon salt together, and 
add two cups of boiling water. When 
thickened, cook for 10 minutes in 
a double boiler.

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Boiled White or Candy Icings 


an Aid to Sweet Breads, 
’ Cakes or Puddings. 


A cake is only as good as its 
icing, should be an adage or so it 
has‘ always seemed to us. Many a 
half-hearted cake has perked up 


‘considerably under the proper 
: kind of icing. 


Of course, cake isn’t the only 
sweet that takes icing gracefully. 
Cookies, doughnuts and those sweet 
breads that some of us make are 


|aided greatly by a simple frosting. 


Even plain crackers may become 
dessert sandwiches when put to- 
gether with frosting and chopped 
nuts or fruit. 

Frostings are of two types: the 
syrup and egg white mixtures and 
the fudge or candy mixture. Any 
cook is apt to have more luck with 
a boiled frosting that is made fol- 
lowing the old syrups-in-cold-water 
test, Below are given some frosting 
recipes and some excellent “founda- 
tions” on which to spread them, 

White Mountain Frosting. 

One and one-half cups sugar. 

One tablespoon light syrup. 

Two egg whites. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One-half cup cold water. 

Break the egg whites into a mix- 
ing bowl. Put sugar, water and 
light syrup into a small saucepan; 
stir over low heat until sugar has 
dissolved. Boil rapidly until the 
syrup can be formed into a soft 
ball when a little is poured into 
cold water (238 degrees F.). Re- 
move from the stove. Beat the egg 
whites quickly until stiff. Continue 
beating, while pouring the hot 
syrup in a fine stream over the 
egg whites. Add the flavoring and 
continue beating until the mixture 
will spread. 

Brown Sugar Frosting, 

Use the recipe above, using one 
cup of brown and one cup of white 
sugar, Sprinkle chopped nutmeats 
and shredded cocoanut on top. 

Fudge Frosting. 

Two cups sugar. 

Two ounces chocolate. 

Two tablespoons light syrup. 

Two-thirds cup milk, 

Two tablespoons butter, 

One teaspoon vanilla, 

Put sugar, chovolate, light syrup 
and milk in a deep saucepan; stir 
over low heat until sugar is dis- 
solved and chocolate melted. Bring 
to boiling point and cook,.stirring 
occasionally, until mixture will 
form a very soft ball in cold water 
{232 degrees F.). Remove from 
stove; add butter. Cook to 110 de- 
grees. Beat vigorously until thick 
enough to spread. 

Paradise Date Dainties. 

Two cups flour. 

Four teaspoons baking powder. 

One teaspoon cinnamon, 

One-fourth teaspoon salt, 

One cup sugar. 

One cup nutmeats, chopped. 

One-fourth cup butter, 

One package dates, 

Two eggs. 

One cup crushed pineapple. 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der, cinnamon, and salt. Add 
chopped nuts and sliced dates and 
mix these through flour with fin- 
Cream butter, add. su- 
gar gradually, then beaten eggs. 


|Add dry ingredients, alternately 


with canned pineapple. Pour cake 
into small cup cake pans lined 
with waxed paper. Bake*in mod- 
erate oven (325 degrees) for 45 
minutes. 

Banana Surprise Cake. 

Two cups flour. 

One-half teaspoon baking powder. 

Three-fourths teaspoon soda. 

One-half cup shortening. 

One and one-half cups sugar. 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

* One-fourth cup sour milk. 

One cup mashed ‘banana (two to 
three bananas). 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One cup heavy cream, whipped 
and sweetened. 

Sliced bananas. 

Marshmallow icing. 

Sift flour, baking powder, soda 
and salt together. Cream shorten- 
ing and add fugar gradually. Stir 
in eggs.. Combine sour milk and 
mashed bananas and add alternate- 
ly with dry ingredients to creamed 
mixture. Add vanilla, pour into 
greased layer cake pans, and bake 
30 minutes in a moderately hot oven 
(375 degrees). When layers are 
cold, put together with whipped 
cream and siliced bananas, and 
spread with marshmallow icing. 

Icing. 

Put one and one-third cups sugar, 
one-half cup water and one table- 
spoon light syrup in a saucepan, mix 
and cook until it spins a thread (238 
degrees). Add gradually to .one 
stiffly beaten egg white, beating 
add one tablespoon 
marshmallow cream and one-half 
teaspoon Vanilla and continue beat- 
ing uhtil . proper consistency. to 
spread.

Dissolve gelatine in hot water, 
add cider. Cool until mixture be- 
gins to thicken. Add fruit and 
nuts. Pour into wet, molds un- 
til firm, unmold and serve with 
whipped cream, Six servings. 


CHOPS 2 : 25 HAM = 


cup powdered sugar, and one-half 
teaspoon flavoring. Dust “frosting” 
with additional powdered sugar and 
put under hot broiler until topping 
is brown. 


CHUTNEY DRESSING 


One tablespoon cider vinegar. 

Three tablespoons lemon juice. 

One-fourth cup sweet pickle juice. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon dry mustard. 

T .,o teaspoons granulated sugar. 

One teaspoon. onion juice. 

One-fourth teaspoon Worcester- 
shire gauce. 

Two tablespoons chutney. 

One cup salad oil. 

Two drops tabasco sauce.

The full cookie jar is second only 
to the full dinner pail—if that ar 
ticle still does service. For the aft- 
erschool snack, or even for the tired 


business man’s late evening bit of 
refreshment, cookies seem to hit the 
spot. 

Drop and rolled cookies have:al- 
ways been popular but in the: past 
few years the icebox cookie has 
edged its way into the field. It is 
popular because it may be stored in 
the icebox and sliced and baked as} 
needed. While most of us do not 
consider the cup cake any relative 
of the cookie it might be considered 
in the class because of the speed 
with which it can be put together.

Rexist Issue in Belgium to Rise 
Or Fall Within Next Few Months, 
Degrelle Uses Hitler as Model 


Only Few Communists in Country, but He 
Has Made Reds Target of Violent Cam- 
paign—One Blunder May Be Costly, 


From a Correspondent of the Man- 
chester Guardian. 

Much sooner than most Belgians 

had expected, the “Rexist” crisis 

seems to be coming to a head, 


‘Among the numerous astonishing 


phenomena of a distracted after- 
war Europe, the sudden growth of 
this “Rexist”” movement in Bel- 
gium is certainly not the least 
extraordinary. 

Less than a year ago the very 
name of “Rex” was all but un- 
known ‘to the public. Its “leader,’ 
young Leon Degrelle—he is now 
just over 30—had a limited but 
somewhat unsavory notoriety 
among a group of factious and 
vociferous youths within the great 
Belgian Catholic party. 

This party has for years past 
been divided by currents and un- 
dercurrents of many varieties, and 
one of these was the “Christus 
Rex” movement created by Degrelle 
ostensibly with the, object of 
“cleansing” the Catholic party of 
its material and moral impurities. 
In those days Degrelle’s outlook 
and ambitions did not exceed the 
limits of this party, and his agita- 
tion remained almost unnoticed out- 
side Catholic political quarters. 


Left Off List, Ideas Sprouted. 


When the. financial crisis in 


Cabinet and the devaluation of the 
franc, Degrelle was still desperate- 
ly trying to get placed on the Cath- 
olic party list at Liege for the 
general. election due in 1936. It is 
only after he had failed to secure 
a safe place on that list that he 
began to look farther afield and 
to gain a hold on certain Liberal 
elements. 

He dropped—probably at the de- 
mand of the episcopacy—the epi- 
thet “Christus” in his party label 
and henceforth called it. simply 
“Rex,” which, as an isolated word 
has just no political meaning at 
all. But that did not seem to 
affect the success of his propa- 
ganda. On the contrary, to the 
grumbler of the lower middle 


of new parties, the result must be 
regarded as remarkable. 

‘The question then was what 
would happen next. Would “Rex” 
after this Parliamentary success 


as various dissident Catholic move- 
ments had done before him, or 
would Degrelle, encouraged by this 
first triumph, embark on a gen- 
uinely revolutionary career, make 
a bid for “all the power,” and go 
ahead towards the installation. of 
a totalitarian dictatorship on the 
Fascist model? . 
He Stirs. Up Discontent. 

Degrelle himself left hardly any 
doubt as to his unlimited ambitions, 
but it had all along been difficult 
with him to diminish genuine inten- 
tion from mere bluff. His declared 
hope at any rate was to pursue his 


campaign in and out Parliament 


with undiminished violence, to ren- 
der Parliamentary proceedings as 
difficult as possible, to. try to. di- 
vide the majority and the Govern- 
ment, and to create such an atmos- 
phere of confusion and of civil 
strife in the country that a polit- 
ical crisis and an early dissolution 
became inevitable, thus giving 
“Rex” another chance to be placed 
in power by hook or by crook. 

Degrelle himself, imitating in 
this as in other respects Fascist 
dictators, had not sought election to 
Parliament. But his lieutenants in 
the House as well as in the Sen- 
ate made a partieularly poor show, 
and “Rex’s” star seemed on the 
wane when Parliament rose for 
the summer recess. All the more 
so as Degrelle’s papers had sud- 
denly dropped his sensational cam- 
paign against public corruption 
which had secured him the large 
majority of his electors. 


But it is precisely at this point 
that the story becomes more dra- 
matic and startling. The corrup- 
tion campaign was replaced by an 
anti-Communist campaign of un- 
heard-of violence. In a country 
where there are scarcely 7 per cent

The devaluation of the franc was 
immediately followed by an im- 
provement of economic conditions, 
and the Brussels world exhibition, 
with its enormous influx of foreign 
visitors, almost entirely diverted 
public attention from political con- 
troversy during the best part of 
the year 1935. 


Paper’s Sensational Charges. 


But just about a year ago, when 
the exhibition closed’its doors and 
Parliament resumed for its last ses- 
sion before dissolution, “Rex” start- 
ed in earnest on its lightning cam- 
paign with an impetuousity and vio- 
lence quite unknown in Belgian 
politics. Degrelle’s weekly paper 
“Rex” began to publish a long se- 
ries of sensational and extremely 
violent articles accusing one after 
another prominent political leaders 
of the Catholic party, including sev- 
ex-Ministers, of corruption, 
abuse of official positions for pri- 
vate gain, profiteering, shady fi- 
nancial transactions, and so on. 
Some of these accusations were 
probably not wholely baseless, but 
most of them were obviously scan- 
dalously exaggerated. 

But the leniency of the Belgian 
law of libel as well as of court 
practice offers no sufficient deter- 
rent to unscrupulous charges of 
this kind, and large ‘sections of the 
public eagerly devoured these de- 
nunciations of the mighty. The 
campaign grew in intensity and 
violence as the date of the general 
election approached. Several of the 


| public men thus accused brought in 


libel actions. Degrelle was lucky 
enough to meet judges who allowed 
even more than the usual leniency. 
In one or two cases the action for 
libel was lost, while in other De- 
grelle came off with the payment 
of one franc damages. 

Thus far Degrelle had virtually 
confined himself to attacking Cath- 
olic personalities only. But when 
the election campaign came into 
full swing he began to direct his 
blows at Liberal and Socialist pub- 
lic men also. So unexpected was 
the success of his campaign as 
measured by the_circulation of his 
weekly paper and the growth of 
membership of the “Rex” organiza- 
tion that he took the bold decision 
of putting up his own candidates 
for the elections in all the con- 
stituencies of the country.

? Never before had Belgium known 
bem an election campaign. None 
of the old parties had ever spent 
money so lavishly, inundated the 
country to such an extent with 
electioneering propaganda of so 
sensational and extravagant a 
a character.

Quick to Take Advantage. 


“The challenge might have 
seemed ludicrous but for certain 
circumstances which Degrelle clev- 
erly turned to his advantage. The 
first of these is the Vatican’s in- 
ternational anti-Communist § cru- 
sade which naturally does not leave 
entirely indifferent important sec- 
tions of the almost exclusively 
Catholic population of Belgium. 
Then the attitude of certain nar- 
row and short-sighted capitalist in- 
terests, which so often are inclined 
to “see red,” even. where there is 
no ground for it, and are quite 
disposed to condone even a dicta- 
torship, provided it offers them the 
hope of escaping from the menace

So much for West’s «probable 
fears. The crux of the matter is 
that the proper play, after the dia- 
mond queen, would have guard- 
ed against both:of the contingen- 
cies mentioned. That play would be 
the diamond jack! If it were East 
who had started with only the ace 
and one diamond, he would ruff a 
third round, as explained. If de- 
clarer had started with only the 
ten and one diamond, the jack 
would smother the ten. It would 
do declarer no good to cover with 
dummy’s king. Therefore, he would 
allow the jack to hold, just as he 
had the queen, now hoping to ruff 
out the ace if diamonds were con- 
tinued. But, of course, if West 
found himself still on lead after 
laying down the diamond jack he 
would see there were no more 
tricks for him in that suit, and so 
promptly would shift to a heart. 
That would have been the correct 
defense and would have set the 
contract two tricks, no matter what 
the declarer did.

Yes! Hunger is a_ sensation 
that is localized—we feel it in one 
spot in the body—yet there is a 
theory that its origin is general—in 
the need for all the cells of the body 
for food. But it is the local sen- 
sation that is really hunger, and if 
the experience of such a man as 
Frank Gallagher, who went on &@ 
hunger strike in a Dublin jail in 
1920, is to believed, the local sen- 
sation eannot be dependent upon 
the need of the cells in general for 
food. “Noticed in yesterday’s pa- 
pers,” he wrote in his diary, “that 
some French journalist spoke of 
our pangs of hunger. Nobody 
would ever believe that there are 
none. There is. a revulsion at 
death, a wild longing to live, but 
no physical call for food—that 
ceased on the second day.” If hun- 
ger were an outcry from unnour- 
ished cells it would not cease as 
things got worse. 


The best evidence we have as to 
the actual nature of hunger is that 
it is due to the rhythmic, strong 
contractions of an empty stomach. 
This was proved by a young medi- 
cal student in 1904, who swallowed 
a balloon attached to a tube which 
would record the movements of the 
stomach. The student would press 
a button when he felt the sensa- 
tion of hunger, and invariably that 
was the time when the recording 
apparatus showed the strongest 
rhythmic contractions in the stom- 
ach. 


Various things influence these 
contractions. Smoking weakens 
them; strong tobacco stops them 
entirely. Alcoholic beverages check 
them and. the muscular tone of the 
stomach is lessened. “Pull up your 
belt” is good advice to the hungry. 
A tight belt stops hunger contrac- 
tions.

A New York Society Editor Tells of Methods and Costs of Keeping Prestige

SOCIETY editor tells all, the 
A puplisners (Covici-Friede) of 

Helen Worden’s “Society | Cir- 
cus”* would have us believe. It is 
safe to say she doesn’t tell all a 
society editor knows or gets wind 
6 about her clients, for she still 
has a job to hold on a New York 


newspaper, and if she told every- 


thing her fate might be that of 
Ward MeoAllister when he published 
his memoirs. As noted by Miss 
Worden herself, “After that excur- 
sion into the arts, he found himself 
a recluse, not to say an outcast.” 

She pokes a little fun at the con- 
temporary social scene, but not 
enough to keep her from going ev- 
erywhere and knowing everybody, 
as the book’s blurb maintains she 
does. Society won't mind if she 
tells how expensive everything is 
for them.
